Storm on Highest 
Mountain Blamed. 


LONDON, June 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.J—Sir Francis Younghus* 
band, president of the Royal Geo- 
graphical society, tonight informed the 
newspapers that a telegram had been 
received by the Mount Everest expedi- 
tion committee in London to the effect 
that the attempt to scale Mount Ever- 
est had ended in disaster, involving 
the death of two members, George 
Léigh Mallory and A. C. Ervine. : 

Sir Francis said it was not known 
how the disaster occurred, but that it 
probably happened a fortnight ago. 

The expedition, according 
Francis, was within a short distance 
of the summit, at a greater. height 
than ever had been reached before. It 
had experienced great difficulties on its 
way through tremendous Dlizzards, 
which lasted for some weeks. 

Die When Close to Goal. 

The‘ members of the expedition, she 

added, must have been gréatly ex-

The present is the third expedition 
which has failed to reach the summit 


;of Mount Everest,.the highest peak 


in the world, 29,002 feet above the 
sea lever. Everest is in the Hima- 
layas, on the borders of Nepal and 
Tibet. 

On March 27 last a party of thirteen 
men started out from Darjmeling, 
British India, for the conquest of the 
peak, Of the party, six men were 
veterans of the 1922 attempt. The 
other seven never before had made 
an effort to climb the mountain. 

It was thought that the expedition 
was better fortified than either of 
the other two for undertaking the 
great struggle because of being able 
to profit by the others’ experience. 

Leader Becomes II. 

Brig. Gen. C. G. Bruce was the orig- 
inal leader of the expedition, but in 
April he hadg.to return to India from 
Tibet because of illness. He was 2 
member of the 1922 expedition, which 
redthed a height of 23,000 feet, or 
about 6,000 feet below the peak. The 
expedition encountered terrible hard- 
ships, by reasons of storms, cold and 
the rarified atmosphere. 

Mr. Mallory, who. is reported to 
have been killed also was attached to 
the 1922 attempt to climb to the sum- 
mit. He was badly frostbitten. Last 
year be delivered a series of lectures 
in the United States on the climb.

boys, and turn in your bonus applica- 
tion, for, after five long years, the ma- 
chinery to pay a little gratuity to the 
men of the war finally is ready to 
grind. 

Over in the war department 800 
especially trained clerks at 8 o'clock 
tomorrow morning, figuratively, will 
stretch forth 1,600 hands to grab those 
applications and shove them through 
the necessary red tape routine with the, 
zest of a doughboy spearing a straw 
filled gack in bayonet drill. 

The 800 clerks for more than three 
weeks now have been going to school— 
learning all the details of how service 
records are filed, how they are crogs- 
indexed, what to do first with a bonus 
application, and so on,

The quality which Mr. Mencken 
praises is obvious in the book—«a qual- 
ity of utter truthfulness. It is a com- 
mon trick and indulged in by the most 
skilled of the novelists—to stretch a 
point to make a point. It is an argued 
and arguable question in literature as 
in all art whether it is best +o paint, 
or write, the naked or dull truth cr to 
translate that truth into one’s own 
limes or words. 


If one is the kind who believes in 
absolute realism, Ruth Suckow comes 
as near to fulfilling an ideal as anyone 
could. “Country People” is about a 
group of dull, stodgy, grubbing farm- 
ers, not one of whom has been touched 
by external beauty. Miss Suckow is 
a consistent realist In that sha writes 
purely objectively. The subtleties of 
the minds of her characters she ]--aves 
her readers to probe through an inti- 
mate, though not photograpic, record 
of their actions, I’d like to explain 
what I mean by intimate but not photo. 
graphic. “ Babbitt” for instance wag 
both intimate and photographic objec 
tive Writing, the most obvious exam- 
ple of that kind of writing that ’ can 
remember. There wasn’t a moment of 
the life of Babbitt that you didn't 
watch. Everything he did was chroni- 
cled minutely, as if a moving camera 
had accompanied him ‘day and night. 
But his mind was not photographed. 
You guessed at what was going on in 
his mind by the actions which made up 
his objective life. “Country People” 
has nothing of the minute recording of 
daily “acts in it that made * Babbitt.” 
It is done with swiftys sharp strokes—a 
skétch merely, with none of the de- 
tails filled in, and yet a sketch of ab- 
solute externalities intimate lines 
which skeletonize the whole picture. 


When you finish *‘ Country People ” 
you have a sense of having watched 
the lives of a group of dull, stupid and 
dumb men and women, of having 
known them intimately, but not being, 
in any sense, their friends. Miss 
Suckow has so far sueceeded in her 
method of utter truthfulness that you 
are no more drawn to this group of 
uninteresting grubbers than you would 
be drawn to them in life.

‘like to have known, perhaps; but the 


others are in the most virulent sense 
of the word “country people,” vege- 

bles with roots in the soil. The con- 
rast between “Country People” and 
“The Growth of the Soil,” for in- 
stance, is most marked. In the Ham- 
sun book the characters were, though 
equally dull and clodlike, so vivid, so 
appealing, so werful that none of 
us who has t can forget any phase 
of the novel. Hamsun was con- 
sistently interested in his characters, 
as humans, like himself. Miss Suckow 
is consistently interested in her char- 
acters as detached creatures, and not. 
in any sense, as humans fi’ndamen- 
tally like herself. That “ Country Peo- 
ple” is dull is undeniable. But that 
it is true is as obvious.

Since that time, it 
seems, her original publishers have 
been looking around for someone to 
wear the golden shoes which she eft 
untenanted and they have founa Har- 
riet Lummis Smith who “in her studio 
in Philadelphia” to quote them, 
started to work and has vwritten 
“Pollyanna of the Orange Blossoms,” 
There is no way, I suppose of copy- 
righting a character, and Sir Harry 
Johnston has continued the caregeis of 
“Mrs. Warren’s Daughter” and of 
the Dombeys, but somehow this seems 
like a quite different thing. Many 
unsuspecting readers will fee] that .hey 
are getting another Pollyanna book. 
But come to think of it, what if they 
are? It couldn’t go the original “ glad 
book ” much better for soppiness no 
matter what kind of sentimenta!ity the 
mysterious Loomis person writes.

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HERE’S no use in denying the 

place of angleworms in the fish- 

ing operations of many, many 

fishermen. In fact, both the 
garden and nightwalker varieties of 
earthworms are entitled to a little 
credit now and then, as they sure do 
land fish. 

If you want to be assured of a good 
sapply of worms here is a stunt to 
work, providing, of course, that space 
is available for your efforts. Sink a 
good sized box, say four or five feet 
long and two or three feet wide, in the 
ground. Fill it up with rich garden 
dirt and as you shovel in this dirt mix 
with it two or three pounds of qrdi- 
nary cornmeal, the amount depending 
vpon the size of the box. 

Now go after your “ animals.” Place 
a good supply of them on top of the

ground in the box: They will dig in. 
In a day or so sprinkle wet coffee 
grounds on top of the worm “pen” 
and from time to time repeat this 
operation. As to the location of your 
sunken box, most any place in your 
backyard will do except under the 
eaves of a building. Such a position 
means too much water, which will 
kill the worms. 

As to why worms seem to thrive 
and increase in numbers when given 
this wet coffee grounds treatment is 
more than any one can fathom, but 
the stunt seems to work. Last sum- 
mer we saw fishermen in Wisconsin 
getting cans of wigglers shipped from 
Illinois and in the hot weather these 
anglers were getting the fish. The 
worms were shipped in dirt in large 
coffee cans.

Peace Demonstration 


on Mobilization Day 
Urged by Charches 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 

The war against war being carried 
on by the churches won another vic- 
tory yesterday when the Chicago 


Church federation decided to ask Presi- 
dent Coolidge to substitute for the pro- 
posed Mobilization day, Sept. 12, a day 
on which there shall be a national dem- 
onstration in favor of peace and inter- 
national friendship. 

The meeting was specially called at 
the Hotel La Salle to consider what 
action the churches should take con- 
cerning the Mobilization day being 
promoted by Secretary of War Weeks 
and Gen. Pershing. Action was held 


up at a previous meeting of the church 
federation for further consideration. 
Dean Thomas F. Holgate of Northwest- 
ern university, president of the church 
federation, presided. The Rev. Nor- 
man B. Barr, superintendent of Olivet 
institute,)chairman of the commission 
on international friendship, presented 
the facts the churches are facing in 
the proposed mobilization. Oliver R. 
Williamson, managing editor of the 
Continent, presented the resolutions 
which were adopted, which declare 
Mobilization day would be regarded as 
internationally unfriendly. 

The report of the committee of fif- 
teen, of which the Rev. Perry J. Rice 
was chairman, creating a council of re- 
ligious education was adopted. ‘There 
remains further action by the Cook 
County Sunday School association, al- 
though the association . has approved 
the general plan. If finally adopted it 
means that all work of religious edu- 
cation, incliding daily vacation Bible 
schools, week day religious education 
and training classes for teachers, and 
the work hitherto done by the Cook 
County Sunday School association wil] 
be united under the general supervi- 
sion of the Chicago Church federation.

Chicken dinners that will not soon 
be forgotten, ice dream, home made 
cakes, fresh eggs and fresh fruit were 
distributed to 291 wounded soldiers in 
Chicago contract hospitals during 
1923, according to a report just submit- 
ted to the headquarters of the Ameri 
can Red Cross by Mrs. F. W. Upham, 
chairman of the local volunteer serv- 
ice. Two thousand glasses of jelly and 
many packages cf cigarets comforted 
the soldier patients throughout the 
year. 

More than 4,000 Chicago women took 
part in the year’s work. ! 

Through the efforts of the volunteer 
service department refugees in 
Smyrna and Japan were given relief. 
Comfort kits were sent to soldiers in 
service at foreign posts, were distrib- 
uted to ex-service men in Chicago hos- 
pitals, and to former soldiers in hospt- 
tals throughout the United States. 

More than 6,000 hours of clerical 
work were performed by the volum 
teers, one worker averaging four days 
a week during eight months. Among 
the women who aided in this depart- 
[ment were Mrs. William BE. Dever, 
Mrs. Emma Pfister, Miss Edith Pack- 
ard and Mrs. E. G. Ince. Motor serv- 
ice performed by the volunteers aver: 
aged 100 miles a month. 

Forty-nine hours a month were con- 
tributed to home service: Ninety-five 
hours a month were contributed to 
hostess and recreation work, and vol- 
unteers engaged in health aid work 
sixty-four hours.
